American laboring man in former gen- 
erntious has been in possession of bless- 
lags that were, unknown to the , m»«s 
of toiler* throughout th* world. It has 
been our proud boast, hitherto, that th* 
American people, on th* aversg*, were 
endowed with more of th* comforts and 
luxuries of hi* than fell to the lot of 
any other equal population on the fsc» 
of the earth. It has been our boast that 
the men in America who followed th*. 
plow or swung the ax, or delved in tb* 
mine, or hammered at the forge, or 
tended tbe loom and th* spindei, were 
better housed, and better clothed, and 
better fed, and better educated than any 
other laborers on either continent. 


I.IBOK'S CONDITION IN ASIA. 


In sharp contrast with this blessed 


American birthright, look for a moment 
at th« horrible condition of the heathen 
in Asia. In southern Asia a common 
laborer reo«iv*s HI wagei about fiv* 
silver rupees per month, and boards 
himself. A silver rupee is about forty- 
seven cents in value, BO that the sum 
total of the laborer's *arniogs is two 
dollars and thirty-fiv* cents por month. 
With this he is supposed to teed and 
cloth* himself and family. Comment is 
unnecessary. 
The miserable wretch 


who receives this most miserable pit- 
tance never has, and never can have, a 
bat on his head, a coat on bis back, nor 
a shoe ou bis foot. His poly clothing 
i* a wisp of grass about bis loins, i>nd 
his only shelter a thatch of bamboo 
canus aud palm leaves. 
His die! is 


necessarily so n**g*r as to leav* him 
utterly drncunt in fore* and vigor. 
Age* of thi8»bject-uiis«>y hive lett-their 
fearful and indelible stamp upon tb* 
character of tb* heathen-of Asia/ • They 
have become a *oull»s* and apintles* 
race, without hope, without ambition, 
without pride; witbontself-respect, with- 
out a shadow dfi aspiration for the'fu 
tare, and walhtm she .faintest suspicion 
that there.; wills, »ny such thing as 
human lights. XuuugU nominally tree, 
tbej ar* in realityi more slavish, and 
bnitieu tbutrlbo beasts that roam the 
fields. They ar* mere groveling worms, 
intent only on gratifying animal, wattt*.

The Democratic members of th* Ways

• conference in regard to tbe tariff leg- 
islation to be brought forward during 
the present session, hot it is believed 
that Mr. Morrison will, before long, in- 
troduce a bill iu th* House, which will 
k* referred to the committee for its ex- 
amination.

the House anticipate. If he decides to 
make the fight along the whole 1m*, he 
will undoubtedly meet with the opposi- 
tion of quite a number of the members 
of his own party as well as that of the 
Republicans, and the bill may be de- 
tested in the House as was bis horizon- 
tal measure whicb met its death in the 
last Congress.
